f ”IS ^ HAT zeal and unwearied diligence which your 
Honour has on all occasions demonstrated to pre- 
1 f er<z > e the Proteftant Religion, and prevent the 
jiiU. advancing Plots of bloody Pa pi fts, has moji 
juftly rendred all Englifh Proteflams your Debtors , and fill'd 
them with veneration for your name and perfon. Were all No- 
ble-men endued with a like prudence and integrity , the po - 
pijb Plot had long fince lofi irs Head, and England been fe. 
cured (as with a Brazen Wall) againft all the malicious effects 
of Rome. 

The Trojans of old had not been deflroyed, had they not 
lrufied to SinonV flitteries , and admitted the fatal Horfe 
cramb'd with treacherous Greeks, within their Walls. Nor 
can England and Ireland become enflaved to the Pope , ar any 
other Forrein power , unlefs fome of our own (inirufled fub- 
ordinal el') with the Admin ifir at ion of affairs) clandeflinely 
joyn with our open enemies.

it fill to do, 1 mould difeharge my confctence, though a Thou, 
fmd Popifh Lords were concern'd to be angry, and I were jure 
not only to lofe my Livelyhood, but my Lite l,Kewife on that

fume to 1 belter them into the world under the patronage of your 
truly Honourable Name ; as well becaufe your Lordjbip ts fo 
excellently qualified to judg of the truth of them by your great 
infiel.t into the complexion of affairs and perfons in Ireland 
(which had the honour of having your Lordfbip for fome (too 
Ihort) time her Lord Lieutenant) as in regard of my parti¬ 
cular obligation, that the fame might remain os a publtck 
teftimony of my gratitude.

fr— '!§—"A ^ ^ Informant faith, That he, together with James Car- 
K ' roll, the elder, this Informants Father, having occafion to 
travel in the laid Kingdom of Ireland, to buy Wool, 
f Skins, and other Commoditie; relating to the Trade 
or Calling of this Informant, did on the faid 12th day of 
April, Anno Dorn. 1672. arrive at Portumna, in the County of Gallway, 
a Town belonging to William Burke, Earl of Clanrickard, and took up 
their Lodgings at the houfeof on eThomas Allen , an Inn-keeper, then 
living at the Sign of the Black-Spred Eagle, in the laid Town of Por¬ 
tumna, which faid Allen then was a Tenant or Steward unto the 
faid Earl of Clanrickard-, and this Informant faith, that the faid Thomas 
Allen then and there falling into difeourfe with this Informant and his 
faid Father, fuppofing them to be lr jh , this Informant’s faid Father 
fpeakingthe Irijh Tongue, did enquire of them what News there was 
abroad: whereunto they anfwered, that they had been travelling up 
and down the Country, but heard no ftrange News: whereupon he faid 
to this Informant and his faid Father in Englijh, asfolloweth: If (‘faid 
he) me have news, that the Dutch are beaten, whom we are in great hopes 
utterly to defiroy, for that's the light we mufl put out, we have Jo goodajfu- 
rance not only front France but England too t, for there’s one, we are jure, 
will (lick by w, then my Lord Clanrickard will prefently found a Trumpet, 
and I will go along with him, and three or fourjeore more of this Town, well 
h or fed and armed, anA every man five pounds in his Pocket $ and I hope I 
f M U kill an hundred of the Proteflauts, Anabaptijs , Independents , and 
fuch Hks Phanatick. Rogues, before 1 am killed } for I expect a (Quarter-Ma¬ 
sters place in the Troop that is here to be raifed, and I will have fome of 
them upon the point of my Sword before the lajl of June : aud its for thofe 
that are here in this Country , we will foon cut them off, they frail have no 
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help to corn from the other ftcle of the Brook ( meaning England ) for we 
have taken care to prevent that , by having an Embargo pat on Shipping, 
that none can come front thence to help them jo that we fijall be twelve to 
one, and leave them neithe! root nor branch, nor [pare them as in their for - 
mer Rising. Whereto this Informant and his fakl Father anfwered, and 
faid, This is ftrange news indeed: whereupon the faid Allen askt this 
Informant’s faid Father (thus) Why did not you hear what was fpoken 
at Mafs yefterday, being EaHer-Monday .<? And the faid Thomas Allen 
ftill continued to declare totheeffeft aforefaid $ furthermore cUrfingthe 
Englifij in a moft horrid manner, declaring their wicked and bloody de¬ 
fies againft them. And this Informant faith, that upon his return from 
Portumna to £>//£//»,aforefaid,through his duty and allegiance to hisMa- 
jefty, and natural affe&ion tohis Country-men, the Proteftants of that 
Kingdom, refolving to reveal and make known fuch the Treafcnable 
and dangerous words of the faid Thomas Allen , did immediately repair 
to one Dr. Topham , a Matter in Chancery, before whom the Informant 
did upon his corporal Oath declare and make the lame known: and faith, 
that prefently after this Informant was fent for, and did accordingly ap¬ 
pear before the Lord Berlfiey, his Majefties then Lord Lieftenant, and 
the Council at Dublin , and by them examined touching the Premiles, 
which this Informant again confirmed upon three feveral Examinations 
before the faid Lord Lieftenant and Council: and after that this Infor¬ 
mant was lent for before Sir Robert Booth , Lord Chief Jufticeof the 
Common-Plea9 at Dublin, and by him ingaged to profecute the laid 
Thomas Allen for the laid Treafonable and dangerous words. And this 
Informant faith, that foon after this Examination aforefaid, a certain 
■Englifij man, who, as this Informant was informed, had been an old Soul- 
dier, or Officer, and lived in, or about the County of Wicklow in Ire¬ 
land, whofe name this Informant hath forgot, came alfo before the (aid 
Lord Lieftenant and Council, and there upon his corporal Oath decla¬ 
red, that there were fome certain lrifh men about the time of the laid 
Thomas Allen’s Speeches, offered him a Commiffion to raife men, and alfo 
to impower him to give Commifiions for that purpofe to whom he 
Ihould think fit 3 and advifed him to get all the affiftance hccould, ard 
told him, he fhould be fupplied with money to carry on the bufinefs, 
and they Ihould be in a readine(s within twelve days, then next follow¬ 
ing 5 for that they expefted about that time to rife, and be up in Arms 
againft the Proteftants in Ireland : and faith, that about three Weeks 
or a Month after, all the faid Englifij- mans Stock, Cattle, Goods and 
Subftance were taken from him, whereby he was ruined and quite un¬ 
done: And although the faid Englifij- man Petitioned the Lord Liefte¬ 
nant and Council for relief in fuch his diftrefled condition, yet could 
he not obtain any relief as the faid Englifij- man declared, and told this 
Informant, who fince that time could never fee him, or hear any thing 
of him. And this Informant faith, that being, as aforefaid, engaged 
by the faid Lord Chief Juftice Booth, to prolecute the faid Thomas Allen , 
a Purfevant was accordingly lent for the (aid Thomas Allen, but he could 
not be found 5 and immediately after this Informant faw the (aid Allen 
and the Earl of Clanrickard together in the (aid Earls Coach, come in¬ 
to Dublin , where the faid Earl appeared with the faid Allen, as his afii- 
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flint and the (aid Alien, together with this Informant, prefently ap¬ 
peared before the faid Lord Lieftenant and Council, and by them was 
examined concerning the (aid freafonable words and Speeches fo by the 
faid Allen fpoken, as aforefaid : all which the faid Allen denied 3 and al- 
fb denied, that this Informant, or his faid Father was, or were at the 
houfe of him the (aid Thomas Allen, or in Portumna , at the time a- 
forefaid: whereupon this Informant being again examined, in the faid 
Thomas Allens prefence, did again confirm the truth of the Premifes, 
and then alfo proved, that this Informant and his (aid Father, were the 
12th of April in the houfe of the faid Thomas Allen , in the Town of 
Portumna. And this Informant the better remembers it to be on the day 
and year aforefaid, for that he had 'a Bond which was then and there 
foaled and delivered to this Informants ufe, where Simon Alien a Bro¬ 
ther to the faid Thomas Allen , had let his name as a witnefo. And upon 
this Informants then producing the faid Bond, and (hewing the fame to 
the (aid Thomas Allen , he could not deny the hand-writing of his faid 
brother. Thereupon the faid Lord Lieutenant and Council declaring 
they were very well fatisfied of the truth of this Informants evidence, 
did prels and importune the faid Thomas Allen to make an open and in¬ 
genuous confeffion of the whole truth of the matter3 telling him if 
he did not confefi, it would be worfe for him. But the (aid 7 homos Al¬ 
len notwithdanding obdinately perfiding in his faid denial, was by the 
Lord Lieutenant and Council ordered to (land committed dole prifon- 
er without Bail or Mainprife, and fo commanded the Gaoler to take 
him away. Neverthelc-fs the faid Thomas Allen was the very fame day, 
by the prevalency, intered, means and procurement of the laid Earl of 
Clanrickard , or otherwife, fet at liberty upon his giving his own fecu- 
rity of One hundred pounds penalty, perfonally to appear within ten 
days next after notice (hould be given for that purpofe, to be left at 
the houfe of one Thomas Lowe, fcituate in St. Thomas Street in Dublin , 
before the Lord Lieutenant and Council, and not to depart without 
licenfe. 


And this Informant further faith. That fome (hort time after this In¬ 
formant and his (aid Father having further occafion to travel in the faid 
County of Galway, they came to the River Shannau, where the wind 
being very high, it was late before the Ferry-boat could pals them over 
to the faid Town of Portumna, where they arrived on a Saturday in 
the evening 3 but finding the inhabitants there to gaze upon them, and 
draw tumultuoufly together, conceived it altogether unfafe to lodge 
there3 and therefore altho’ they were both very wet and weary, did 
rather chufe to travel four miles further, to a lone houfe on the road 
to Loughreal^, and fix miles (hort of Loughrea, whither they intended 
that night to have gone, had they not been prevented by the delay of 
the Ferry-boat, as aforefaid; and the next morning, being Sunday, a- 
bout eleven a clock in the morning, they came to Loughrea , where they 
reded that day and night3 and yet at or by the indigation of the (aid 
Earl of Clanrickard, and Thomas AUen, or others his Accomplices, the 
Condable of Loughrea and feveral other perfons with him, came very 
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early the next morning, being Monday, to the houie where this Infer* 
hunt and his faid Father lodged that night in Loughrea aforefaid, and 
there very rudely throwing open the Chambcr-dore, fiigntntd them 
out of their fleep, and there by virtue of a Warrant from one Jams 
Donnallan , then a Steward alfo to the faid Earl of Clanrickard , a Pa pi ft, 
but yet a Juftice of the Peaee living near Loughrea , leized this Infor¬ 
mant and his laid Father upon a pretence that they travelled on the 
Sabbath or Lords-day, whereas feveral of the Inhabitants there tra¬ 
velled and came all that Sabbath-day into Loughrea, with their Carts and 
Horfes Loaden from Athlone Faire, Twenty Miles diftant from Loughrea, 
and yet none of thefe inhabitants were anyways troubled or molefted for 
their fo travelling on the lame Sabbath-day. And the laid Conftable and 
thole perfons with him,then alfo leized and took away a Cafe of Piflols, 
and two Swords belonging to this Informant and his faid Father,then lying 
on the Table in their Chambers, and laid this Informant and his Father 
intended to kill lomebody with the Piftols and Swords, whenas in 
truth they only carried the fame about with them for their own defence. 
And this Informant nor his laid Father could never get their faid Pi- 
Itols or Swords reftored again to them.And the faid Conftable,and thofe 
other perfons then with him, as aforefaid, having feized and forced this 
Informant and his faid Father out of their bed, did alfo then force them 
to travel fix miles to one Dean Peirfe , a Juftice of the Peace, and Mi- 
nifter, living at that diftance from Loughrea 3 and the faid Juftice of 
the Peace, or Minifter, reproving this Informant and his faid Father for 
fuch their travelling on the faid Sabbath-day, told them withail, That 
he had heard they had given in evidence againft the faid Earl of Clan¬ 
rickard , and thereupon committed this Informant and his faid Father to 
the Gaol at Loughrea aforefaid, whither he commanded the Conftable 
-to carry them, and gave him private direttions, as this Informant knows, 
becaufe he overheard him, that no bailJhould be taken for them,or either 
of them, altho’ he the faid Juftice or Minifter juft before pretended to 
this Informant and his faid Father, thatthey might give bail. And this In¬ 
formant further faith , That be and his faid Father being accordingly 
carried by the faid Conftable and thole with him, into the faid Gaol in 
Loughrea , were by the inftigation, prevalency, and dire&ions as afore¬ 
faid, there kept clofe priloners for about five or fix days, and by the 
Keepers of the faid Gaol denied and not fuffered to have any bed to lye 
on, but only the ground in the faid Gaol wheiein they werelo kept $ 
nor any clothes to cover them, lave only their own wearing clothes on 
their backs: and altho’ they earneftly requefted to have fome Iheep- 
skins brought to cover them from the cold, yet could they not obtain 
leave to have the fame done: neither would the faid Keeper, having re¬ 
ceiv’d fuch directions as aforefaid, fuffer any Friend to come into or 
near the laid Gaol or Prifon, to fpeak with, or do any thing for this 
Informant or his faid Father, or to bring them any relief, or fuffer 
them to have any vi&uals or drink 5 neither had they any whilft they 
continued there, but what they could privately get of the poor prilbn- 
<ers in the lame prifon. And altho’ this Informant juft as he and his faid 
Father were fo brought to, and going into the faid Gaol, did employ an 
(i * • Rnghfh 
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Enghffy man, a perfon living in Loughrea, and gave him money, and lent 
him this Informants Horfe, to convey or carry a Letter from this In¬ 
formant and hi (aid Father xoGalhrvayJout Fourteen Miles from Lotigh- 
via -- vet within an hour or two after, fearing the Earl of Clanrickard's 
difpleafure, being (as this Informant hath great caufe to believe) 
charged by fome or other of the Earls Agents or Tenants there, at 
his Perril, as he told me, not to convey or carry the faid Letter, did 
return this Informant his money again, and faid, that the faidCon- 
ftahle, Chrifiopher Poor by name, and a Popifh Conftable in Loughrea 
told him, the laid perfon, that if he (hould carry the faid Letter, or 
any other wavs appear to do any thing for this Informant or his faid 
Father, that the faid Earl of Clanrickard would ruin him and his Fa¬ 
mily : And the better to colour the faid malicious and injurious pro- 
Iccutions againft this Informant and his faid Father, feveral perfons by 
Inch inflations and prevalencies as aforefaid, were procured to re¬ 
port, that this Informant’s faid Father had a defign to burn the faid 
Town of l oughrca 5 and that belidcs the faid Information againft this 
Informant and his faid Father for fuch their travelling, as aforefaid 
on the Sabbath-day, there would be feven or eight other Indi<ftments 
preferred and profecuted againft them, at the then Galloway Aftizes : 
and in fuch Condition this Informant and his faid Father lay in the 
faid Goal or Prifon in Loughrea, aforefaid, for fome con fiderable time 
and perhaps might there have layn (if not deftroy’dor famifh't be¬ 
fore by their cruel ufages) had not this Informant, through a Win¬ 
dow of the faid Prifpn , accidentally feeing a ftranger riding by 
conveyed to him a Letter,direfted to fome friends of theirs,then living 
in Galloway , where, by fuch means, the faid Letter was received and 
underftanding thereby fuch the fad Condition of this Informant and 
his faid Father, their faid friends did prefently make application to 
the Judges of the Aftizes, then fitting there at Galloway , and of them 
obtained an Order for the removal of this Informant and his faid Fa¬ 
ther thither. And they being by the faid Keepers of the faid Goal 
thereupon brought to Galloway at night late, were put in the vileft 
Prifon in that Town, amongft the condemned Maleficftors, and with¬ 
out any accommodation at all 5 and the next morning they were 
brought before the faid Judges, Barron Heu and Judg Cufac\ in the 
Court of Aftizes, they then fitting, where an India-ment was then 
preferred and read againft this Informant and his laid Father, for fuch 
their travelling, as aforefaid, on the Sabbath-day * and another mali¬ 
cious Indi&mtjnt was then alfo preferred there, and read againft this 
Informant’s faid Father, whereby it was charged , That he as before 
( which was mod falfly and malicioufty reported) had a defign to bum 
Loughrea. And to the firft of the faid fadiaiments this Informant and 
his faid Father upon the Courts demand fubmitted 5 and to thelaft, this 
Informants faid Father put in his Traverfe 5 and altho* no profecutors 
or witnefles then appeared againft either of them 5 yet were they or¬ 
dered to give One thoufand pounds Security not to depart the faid 
Town of Galloway without leave of the faid Court: and fome time 
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after, on the laft day of the faid Aflizcs, they were ordered by the 
faH Court to give , and accordingly did give new Security to appear 
there again at the next Atfizes, and to keep the peace, and be of good 
behaviour in the meantime 5 and having given fecurny, and the laid 
A dazes being ended, they then repaired to Dublin, which is about one 
hundred miles from Galloway, and from thence were forced to repair 
back again at the next Adizes accordingly to Galloway, to their great 
trouble and charge} and when they came there, none appeared to 
maintain the aforelaid Indictment. But as if all thele malicious and 
molt vexatious proceedings had been nothing, this Informant was a- 
gain arretted the fourth of November following, in an Action of Ten 
thou fund pounds in the name of IVilliam Earl of Clanrickard, and there¬ 
upon being hurried to prifon, within four days procuring Bail,he was 
again detained on anorher Action in the faid Earls name, of Twenty 
thoufand pounds, bearing date the eighth ditto 5 and being ready to 
come forth again, was a third time detained at the faid Earls fuit in an 
Action of Thirty thoujand pounds, in all amounting to Sixty thoufand 
pounds, laid upon him on purpole to ruine him utterly. And further 
faith, That within fourteen days, or thereabouts, after, the Informant 
procured a Habeas Corpus to be brought to the Common-Pleas Bar, 
where tendering Bail to all the faid Actions, the laid Earls Council 
moved for time to conlider of the fufliciency of the laid Bail5 which 
was granted them till the next day, when and where this Informant 
was again brought 5 and then the (aid Earls Handing Council told the 
Judges, That they had no dire&ions or inftru&ions to profecute this 
Informant from the (aid Earl; and that they conceived fome per Ions 
had profecuted him out of malice only to curryfavour with the laid 
Earl 5 and thereforedeiired he might be difeharged of the forelaid A* 
ftions, and accordingly he was di(charged paying his Feesbut then 
left without all remedy to recover his charges and damages 5 the (aid 
Earl being at the (aid Bar, declared to be no profecutor, tho the (aid 
Attions were in his name, and carried on by (ecret order ("as this De¬ 
ponent has all the reafon in the world to think, and does mod: allured - 
ly believe ). But all thele vexations fufficed rot, but being fully refbl- 
ved on the deftru&ion of this Informant, and a difcouragement to o- 
thers} For his innocence, though zealous in performance of his duty 
in revealing the (aid Treafonable words, he was again fhortly after ar- 
refted by a Writ of Two thoufand pounds out of the Kings Bench, at 
the fuit of the (aid Earl of Clanrickard ■, to which he gave bail j and 
again in fome Ihort time was arrefted at the fuit of the (aid Earl,in ano¬ 
ther A&ion of Two thoufand pounds out of the faid Court,to which 
he alfo gave bail: and being bound, as aforefaid to appear at Galloway 
Affizes, this Informant and his faid Father did accordingly attend, and 
were there cleared, as appears by the the following Difcharge.

The firft of the laft mentioned A&ions being laid for t\Vo thouland 
Pounds damages , was difmifs’d for 2 V<?w-Profccution : On the 
lecond Action of two thoufond Pounds was declared, that this Infor¬ 
mant had fcandalized the faid Earl to the damage of the forelaid A£H- 
on ; and though the laid Attions were taken out of the Kings Bench, 
Dublin , and the Declaration fyled there; yet the faid Earls Coun¬ 
cil moved the Court, that the Venire might be laid in Galloway , and 
the Adion tryed there: Whereupon this Informant petitioned the 
Court that the Venire might abide at Dublin , and be tryed there; 
letting forth, that Dublin was the place where he had made difcovery 
of the Treafonable Words fpoken by Alien , on which the laid William 
Earl of Clanrickard's Adion was pretendedly grounded; and that his 
Witneffes to prove the faid Allen had fpokethofc words, were in Dub¬ 
lin : That Galloway was a place where the laid Earl was Very Potent , 
and above an hundred miles diftant from this Informants and his Wit- 
neffes Habitations, which Journey would be to their great cofts and 
charges, befides the imminent danger of their Lives in going thither, 
or coming from thence, by thole rude and eXafperated perfons that 
live on the Way: That what he had done was in difcharge of his duty 
to hisMajefty, and prefcrvation of the Proteftatns, and wherein he 
had done the laid Earl no wrong. But if the laid Earl were Jlandered , 
or was any wile fcandalized, it was by the laid Thomas Allen his Tenant 
or Steward, againft whom in Right and Juftice heought tohave taken 
his Remedy (if he had thought it fafe fo to do) and not againft this 
Informant: Yet (notwithftanding) fcveral Petitions, and fome Affida¬ 
vits taken in Court, and alfo pleaded by this Informants Council, Sir 
Richard Reynolds , and Counfcllor Whitfield, to have the Tryal kept at 
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the King f Bench Bar, Dublin , they were (fill put off and denied by 
JuiWcc Oliver Joncs x an Irifh Man, a reputed Papifty and there being 
no other Judg on the Bench, He in a great paffion adjourned the faid 
Court from Ten of the Clock till the next day, and continued the Ad¬ 
journments for two or three days together, merely upon the motions 
of this Informants Council, to have the feid Tryal held at the Bar, be¬ 
ing the proper place y but the faid Judg ftill denying it, anfwered, he 
h id refolved to the contrary y and thereupon this Informants faid Coun¬ 
cil told him, they had loft the Judges favour for that Term, for being 
fo much concerned for the Informant, and likewife allured this Infor¬ 
mant it was contrary to Law and Juftice, and common practice, for the 
Judgfo to do. Then thislnformant was forced with his (aid Father 
his Witnels, to Travel to Galloway to attend the faid Tryal there y 
where though he was there three days before the day of Tryal, yet 
could he not get any Council for money to plead his caufe. Then at the 
appointed time, Petitioning the Judges to affign him Council, and al¬ 
low one day to advife with them y Juftice Jones would allow no time. 
The Earls Council urged there were three Councils unretatnedby the 
faid Earl, whom thislnformant did retain, giving them their fee, eigh¬ 
teen Shillings each man, with theBreviates of his Caufe, which were 
drawn by Counfellor Whitfield , the-Informant being forced to be con¬ 
tent with the faid Council, who were all Irifti Papifts. The only mat¬ 
ter and iffue for this Informant was, to prove that the (aid Thomas 
Allen had fpoken the faid Treafonable Words, which was fo well pro¬ 
ved by his faid Father his Witnefs, that one of his Council told the 
Court the Evidence was fufficient,but was over-ruled by the feidju- 
ftice J ones, faying, That that was not the cafe now y and beckoning 
with his hand to this Informants Council when he fpoke the words5 
fo that none of the Informants Council fpoke a word more on his be¬ 
half at that time. But Judg Povey declared to the Court, that it was 
lufficiently proved that Thomas Allen had fpoke t hcfe wordsy however 
the Jury being Ibme of them outlaw’d, and meft of them Papifts, ard 
fome of them Tenants, others Bay lifts, ard all of them Ibme way or 0- 
ther related to the laid Earl, who was then prefent at the faid Tryal, 
brought in a Verdift againft this Informant for two thoufend pounds 
Damages, and fix pence cofty upon W'hich the faid Earl hath lirce m 
Dublin obtained a Judgment againft this Informant for the feme to his 
utter Peuine, the faid Earl being a dangerous Papift,of great power in 
Ireland , and as this Informant is credibly informed, he then was and 
ftill is Admiral of the Irifti Seas belonging to Galloway under the Duke 
oCTorht and it was then reported he was to be Governor of Quilts* 
way , in the Year 1672. 

And thislnformant further faith. That at Galloway the feme day af¬ 
ter theTryal was over, he was endeavoured withal to be perfwaded 
to fubmit himfelf to the faid Earl, and to declare what he had done 
real at the infiigation of fome other 1, as being his only way to be fefe y 
and that the Earl would then pay him his Charges, and difcharge him 
of the faid Verdift, which he only obtained for his credit: And it was 
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then alfo added, by John Carrol Clerk of the Crown, that otherwife* 
Let this Informant return to Dublin which way he would, there were 
thofc Related to the laid Earl would wait to do his Bufinefs for him. 
Whereunto this Informant replyed. That he never was put on by any 
one; That what he had declared was no more than what the faid Tho¬ 
mas Allen had laid; and that if it was to do again, he would doit ; 
looking upon it a duty incumbent upon every good Subjed, and that 
he would take the belt care of hitnlelf he could in rettirning home, 
trufting in God to preferve him from fuch as fought unjuftly to do 
him hurt : And to that purpofe finding often threatned, and 

maiiy times jfouled in Galloway, he was forced, together with his faid 
Father^ to get thence by Night, and forfake thecomtnon Road, and to 
go all the byj-ways they could to lecure their lives; they having fince 
been credibly informed, that they were purfued by [even Perjons near 
jixty miles, to have done them milehief; and lately this Informant was 
credibly informed, that there was a Life*Guard-man hired to kill him 
upon the Earl of Clanrickard's account at, Dublin. 

Furthermore, In November, 1678. the faid Earl of Clanrickard un- 
derftandingthat this Informant and his faid Father had made a Relation 
of their great bufferings by the laid Earls un)uft Prolecutions, and the 
great charges and damages they had thereby fuftained ; he the faid Earl 
on the thirtieth of November, took out Writs of one thoujand founds 
ouc of the Kings Bench againft this Informant and his laid Father, and 
by virtue of the fame Arrefted his faid Ancient Father, and there moft 
inhumanely abuled him, and laid him inPrifon from the Thirtieth of 
November till the expiration of two Terms, before an appearance could 
be allowed of in the Kings Bench; and alfo another Writ out of the 
Common Pleas of one thoujand pounds laid upon this Informant's laid 
Father, which occafioned his lmprifbnment until the twelfth oCMay 
following, to the great charge of this Informant. 

And this Informant further laith, That one Burke, a Steward or A* 
gent unto the faid Earl of Clanrickard, declared to his face, that he 
would be the death of this Informant if he could conveniently light on 
him; and to accomplilh in part his bloody Relblution, did fofeverely 
frrike this Informants Wife, who was the Daughter of Captain Thomas 
Ellis, Merchant of the City of Brijlol , that from that time (he lay in 
alanguilliing Condition until (hedyed, being the Second of November , 
1680. it being in the houleof this Informant that he committed the 
faid Affault, he the laid Burke bringing Bayliffs and fub-Sheriffs Officers* 
eight in number, to affift him; and this Informant by great Providence 
elcaped from them, and fince for leveral months they have been leetl 
to watch for him, infomuch that he durftnot appear orconverle with 
any, fearing his Life or perpetual Imprifonment by the laid Earl or his 
Confederates, until he made his elcape for England to' make known 
his grievances. 

Two years fince alfo this Informant was let upon by leveral Papifii 
near the City of Dublin , and received Wounds , but narrowly elcaped 
his life by Gods Providence; and the laid Earl for further vexation, 
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bath latelv Fyled a large Declaration in the Common-Pleas, ftuft with 
many falfe fuggeftions, containing near three Skins of Parchment, it 
being an Aftion of Slander, grounded upon the Statute made at C Ion- 
tcfter in the fecond year of Richard the Second, and laid to this In¬ 
formants faid Fathers charge, damages to the value of One thmifand 
pounds, to which the Defendant pleaded the General Plea Act Utility, 
and then there was no further profecution,as by the Records may plam- 

^ Whereupon this Informant and his (aid Father prcfented fcveral 
Petitions unto the Lord Lieutenant and Council at Dublin about Sep¬ 
tember laft, reprefenting and fetting forth their damages,and the vexa¬ 
tious Suits brought againft them for many years palled, and prayed 
that the before mentioned Thomas Alien might be lent for, and the 
Earl of Cianrickard living in Dublin , and that we might be ordered 
to appear and prove thefe Treafonable Words which the faid Alien 
fpoke, and have fatisfaftion * and thereupon we might be difmifled 
from thofe unjuft Profecutions from the faid Earl of Cianrickard ; but 
nothing would be done,lave leaving them to the Common Cave 5 where¬ 
as this Informant and his Father being fo ruinated as aforefaid, are not 
now in a capacity to profecute or defend themfelves againft the faid 
Earl of Cianrickard, he being a near^Relation to the Duke of Ormond. 

About the twelfth day of May , 1680. one Mr. Robert Downing 
came to this Informants Houfe, and (hewed him a Paper written,which 
was as he faid by the Earls Order (w*.) That if this Informant and his 
faid Father would give under their Hands and Seals, that they do ve¬ 
rily believe in their Confciences, that the faid Earl of Cianrickard was 
not any ways guilty of the Things fpoken of him in the Affidavit againft 
the (aid 7 homos Allen , that then the faid Earl would forbear all further 
proceedings, anddilcharge them from all thingspaft, by fealingmutual 
Releafes to each other: But this Informant refilling <0 to do, declared 
he had good grounds to believe to the contrary, and did hope in time 
to have fatisfaftion for the great damages he fuftained by the faid Earl 
of Cianrickard. 

One Robert Potts fworn before two Juftices of the Peace, the four¬ 
teenth of April, 1679. and declared he heard one JohnVenge , a Gun- 
fmith of Portumna, fay, That he had fixed up for the faid Earl jive hun¬ 
dred Fire-Arms about five or fix years fince, and that he had a great 
many more to fix up for the (aid Earl 5 and that the (aid Gunftnith and 
his men with Forge and Tools did work in the Caftle of Portumna , 
belonging to the faid Earl. This Informant Petitioned the Lord Lieu¬ 
tenant and Council for a Copy of Potts Affidavit, and fome other Co¬ 
pies he thought neceflary, but the Clerk of the Council faid my Lord 
would not grant them. 

And this Informant further faith, that in the Year 1678. there 
were Proclamations to dijarm Papijls in Ireland , and banifh Popiftl 
Priefts, Jefuits, and Fryars, &c. And this Informant hath been cre¬ 
dibly informed, that feveral Papifts, &c. having not obeyed the faid 
Proclamations have been (eized on, but producing Licenfes from the 
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Lord Lieutenant have been difcharged and fet at liberty ^ infbmuch, 
that the (aid City and Country jrvarms with them, and that there are 
feveral Injh and French Officers lately come into Ireland , Papifts, and 
bythenamesof Collonels, Majors, CaptainSj &c. Nor were any OP* 
(icers permitted to fearch the fatd Earls Caftle, or feize any Arms tohim 
belonging, being prohibited (o to do, as follows.

ry good Lord, William Earl of Clanrickard. Given un¬ 
der our hand this 26th of Noveinb.

And this Informant further faith. That by the unjuft Profecutions 
which followed his honeft difcovery, he is damnified above loco. / 
Jler. befides the lots of his Trade, and was forced to fell an Bjlate of 
100.1. per annum in defending his innocency, and prefej-ving his life 
and liberty, and paying his juft Debts, contra&td by the continual 
profecutions of the faid Earl or his Agents 5 whereby this Informant 
andhisfaid Evidence are utterly ruined by the never to be forgotten 
unkindncls, or rather apparent injuftice of the faid Juftice Oliver Jones 
in fuftering the faid Venire to be altered, as aforefaid, and that now 
this Informant is fo much impoverifiied, being forced to leave his 
Trade and habitation, that he hath not wherewithal to '.fie Ip h/mfelf 
neither doth he know any place of fafity, but has incurred the difpleat 
fure of many 5 and being in great danger, fears he (Hall be deftroyed 
as others have been, for declaring the truth 5 all which, the.before-men- 
tioned premifes, this Informant hath received, and endured by, and 
through the means of the faid unjuft and notorious profyqutions of 
the Earl of Clanrickard, , thefe Eight years paft, which hath created 
great difcouragements to many, and ftifles difcoveries of Treafon? 
coming to their mind and knowledg fince the yeer 1672.

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This Informant further faith, that what he did in Covering of the 
laid Treasonable words, was out of tenle of his duty to God, and for 
the prefervation of the Proteftants there; nor could he then in the 
leaft imagine, by fitch a proceeding, tobeuctterly ruined, as appears by 
the Depofitions aforCfaid. 

Another Inducement of his difcovery, was the bloody Maflacre that 
broke forth there in the year 1641. which will never be forgotten by 
the Proteftants, nor ever be repented of by the Papilts: And that not- 
withftanding the prefent apprehenftons of great danger from the dirf* 
covered Plot , there are in, and about the Ctty and suburbs of Dub¬ 
lin divers Alajf houfes^ publickly frequented by Hundreds and Thou- 
fands, connived, at although feveral Proclamations have been ilfued out 
againrft them. 

Again, Had not this Information been fully and clearly proved to 
the Lord Lieutenant and Council, he this Informant would certainly 
have been by them leverely and delervedty punlthed. 

But let ill moderate Proteftants, and true Eftglijhmtft coplider the 
calamity that this Informant and his Father have (offered in making 
the faid dilcovery, and the neceftity he is reduced to for lb doing ; for 
all the proceedings have been (as you may obferve ) managed again!!: 
him with that cruelty and injuftice, the Earl of Clanrickard (hewing 
his implacable wrath and malicious hatred to all Engl/jh Proteftants, as 
he hath in the former Rebellion given fnfticient demonftrations of his 
bloody-mindednels towards the Englijh Proteftants in all parts: when 
old Vlick. , Earl df Clahtickard, living in the beginning of the Rebel¬ 
lion in Portutona, and fotrtetimes it Loughtxa y did endeavour to lave 
fortieof the Englijh Proteftants, and commanded his Nephew, the pre¬ 
lent Earl, fo to do; but the new Eirl refufed to obey his Unckle, old 
Ulic 4, but went to the Army of the Rebels, andinfteadof being kind 
to the Proteftants and Englijh , he moft cruelly handled them in all parts 
Whetefdever he found them, and Vvas always found to be moft cruel 
and unmerciful in the time of the Matlacre and Rebellion, and lo hath 
continued ever firtce upon all oCcalions, as you may fee in his late paf- 
(ages concerning this Informant. Many other Cruel and unjuft a&iorre 
iftthat County hath he done to many of the Englijh fince he was re- 
ftored, efpeeially to a Gentleman of Quality, and a Juftice of peace 
in that Courtty,becaule he lived in an Abby which ftood upon Land that 
he bought with his money, and refufed to give it to Popith Clergy 
and Fryars; they made the Earl to begin a Suit againft the laid Gen¬ 
tleman, to his ruin, by hiring Witneues to teftifie for the Earl: the 
laid Judg 'Jones was the Judg for the laid Earl, who never makes any 
fcruple to give judgment againft a Proteftant; which all Englijh and 
Proteftants have reafon to take rtotice of. 
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
